Coach Osborne’s Evaluation 


m Osborne is all for building character, but 
Nebraska’s head football coach hopes the 
Cornhuskers don’t develop bad habits from their 

recent struggles against Missouri and Kansas. 

“If | had my choice, it’s better to start slow and finish 
fast than the other way around,” Osborne said. ‘But | 
just don’t want us to get into the syndrome where we 
think we can go out and slop around in the first half and 
still think we can come back and win.” 

Basically, Osborne believes that’s what the Huskers 
did against Kansas — slopped around en route to a 9-5 
first-half deficit before rallying to dispatch the 
Jayhawks, 51-15. 

“We didn’t play well at all in the first half,’”’ Osborne 
said after reviewing the films. ’’Of course, we started out 
with three straight turnovers and the forward lateral 
penalty on the fourth possession was like another 
turnover,” Osborne pointed out. 

“When you only get the ball six times in the half and 
that happens on four of the possessions, you're not 
going to get much done,” he said. ‘We only had 22 
snaps in the first half. It was definitely one of the poorest 
haives of the season, defensively as well as offensively.” 

Fortunately, Osborne said, “we came back in the 
second half with 230 yards and 28 points. The defense 
came up with some turnovers and only gave up two field 
goals. Overall, | was pleased with our ability to come 
back.” 

The lack of early mental preparation disappointed 
Osborne because “if you give a team like Kansas some 
breaks, incentive and encouragement, they’re going to 
be a lot tougher team than they'd be if you scored the 
first two times you have the ball.” 

Osborne saw improvement in this year’s Kansas team 
compared to last year’s team that was a shut out, 54-0, 
by Nebraska. But the biggest difference was attitude. 

“Last year, we thought Kansas had enough good 
players that they were capable of beating us, but they 
didn’t seem to think so,’’ Osborne recalled. 

“This year,” he said, ‘they felt a lot different about 
themselves. Anytime you're 5-2, you are going to feel a 
lot better about yourself than if you're 2-5. Some years, 
we've hit Kansas when they were already beaten down in 
their confidence. | feel much better about the Kansas 
team we played this year.”

Osborne was particularly impressed with the 
Jayhawks’ vast improvement on offense. He said KU 
quarterback Frank Seurer “played a lot better because 
he’s more confident. Their offensive line probably 
surprised me the most, though.” 

NU’s ninth-year head coach also was impressed with 
KU tailbacks Walter Mack and Garfield Taylor and 
flanker Wayne Capers. “It was probably the best 
offensive game Kansas has played this year,”” Osborne 


--*said. “With seven starters, we knew their defense would 


be good and we knew their kicking game was 
outstanding.” 

The Cornhuskers will run into the same kind of team 
Saturday at Oklahoma State. The Cowboys are 5-2, 
thanks to a great defense and an outstanding kicking 
game. 

“They have excellent linebackers,’’ Osborne said, 
referring to Ricky Young and Mike Green. ‘‘They also 
have a couple of very good down linemen and their 
offense has a little more stability than it had. They have 
a lot of speed on offense. John Chesley is a good tight 
end.” 

Osborne compares Nebraska's final three games of 
the regular season — against OSU, lowa State and 
Oklahoma — to its first three games against lowa, 
Florida State and Penn State. — 

“| would say that Oklahoma, by the end of the season, 
will be comparable to Penn State,’’ Osborne said. “And 
lowa State and Oklahoma State should compare to lowa 
and Florida State. The last three teams we play ail have a 
chance to win the championship and we play two of the 
three on the road.” 

Although Osborne is no prophet, “if | would have had 
to predict the Oklahoma State-Missouri game, | would 
have guessed Oklahoma State would win,” he said. 
“Missouri was flat against lowa State, doubly tough 
against us and had to be down for Oklahoma State, 
particularly after losing such a hard-fought game.” 

Osborne said balance in the Big Eight is reflected in 
the standings. “There are really only two teams out of it 
and K-State and Colorado have both won big games,” he 
pointed out. “There are still six teams in the leaque that 
could get a bowl bid, if they win two out of the last 
three.” 





Injury Report 


Nebraska head trainer and physical therapist George 
Sullivan had good news for Cornhusker fans after 
Saturday’s 31-15 victory over Kansas. According to 
Sullivan, no Huskers are likely to miss this week’s game 
with Oklahoma State as a result of injuries suffered 
against Kansas. The Cowboys are traditionally among 
the most physical players in the Big Eight Conference. 

There was some question about quarterback Turner 
Gill's hip after Gill took a hit, which was ruled 
unnecessary roughness on Kansas strong safety Tim 
Freiss, late in the first half. Sullivan said Gill ‘will be 
pretty sore, but unless it stiffens up more than I think it 
will, he should be okay.” 

Among the injured in the Kansas game were Mike 
Rozier (bruised knee), Irving Fryar (shoulder), and Jeff 
Merrell (pulled groin), but “I think they’‘ll all be able to 
play this Saturday,” Sullivan said.
